He was told, for in- 
stance, that a valuation of $50,000 on his 
property could be cut to $25,000 for a consid- 
eration. @ was promised delivery of the 
goods before payment.

Turning around she looked into 
the barrels of tworevolvers. Then one of the 
two men grasped her throat and dragged her 
into the hall. 

“Give us the money oul we won't hurt 
you,”’ one of the men said. He tried to twist 
thé package of bills from the young woman's 
hand as he spoke.

Dugan freed herself for a ment and 
screamed for help.

Her voice came in gasps that were half 
stifled, but it was heard by pedestrians and 
men rushed into the hall. Raising their re- 
volvers the robbers pointed them at the 
angry crowd and threatened to shoot. They 
dashed to the street, striking right and left 
with the butt ends of their weapons. The 
crowd parted before the assault and. the 
thieves ran down the street.

EUROPEAN STEEL 
REACHES CHICAGO 


Builders Buying Materials in 
Scotland and Germany 
at Less Than Amer- 
ican Prices. 


MILLS oe OVERTAXED 


Rush of Orders, with the Scareity 
in Coal and Coke, Said to Be. 
Cause of the Unusual 
Conditions, 


Chicago is importing steel and iron from 
Scotland and continental Europe, and the 
importers say the product is laid down here 
more quickly that the domestic manufec- 
turers can fill the orders. 

Within the. last week 10,000 tons of Euro- 
pean steel billets have been received in the 
city, and the custom house teports show 
importations of structural steel and iron. 
Several Chicago construction concerns ad- 
mit they recently have placed large orders 
with European mills for structural steel and 
iron, and this material is expepted to arrive 
here within the next two months. 

In view of the demand from America’ for 
their products, foreign manufacturers of 


of their product to meet the requirements of 
American construction, and have issued new 
price Hsts to the American and Chicago 
trade. American construction steel and iron 
is much lighter than that used abroad, and 
as a result, in order to supply the demand, 

European mills have reduced the che i of 
their output. 


Germans Undersell Americans. 

In addition they now quote prices which 
include freight charges and the tariff du- 
ties, and yet it is sa‘d are lower than those 
of the American manufacturers. This, how- 
ever, is not a source of alarm to the steel 
trust and to the independent manufacturers, 
becayise the phenomenal demand for struc- 
tural material furnishes a quick market for 
all manufactured products at good prices: 

The demand for foreign billets’and muck 
bars, which are respectively the steél and 
iron product ready for manufacture, is as- 
cribed to several reasons by manufacturers 
and users, 


President Buffington Explains. 
President E. J. Buffington of the Tilinois 
Steel | pany holds that the product is short 
of the shortage in coal and the con- 


city ‘In coke. According to Mr. Buffington 
coal which formerly was used in making coke 
for blast furnaces for the manufacture of 
pig iron, -from which billets and muck bar 


to consumers-iand* that, therefore, the 
Steel trust has had to curtail its output of 
the raw material. 


price placed on:billets in the American. mar- 

ket is inflated by the steel trust to shut off 
competition from independent concerns in 
manufactured steel and iron. Many of the 
independent concerns are forced to purchase 
their billets from the steel combine. By rais- 
ing the price on these billets the combine, it 
ds charged, effectually prevents the independ- 
ent concerns competing i the finished 
product. 

Explains Some ‘Trust Tactics. 

“The steel trust does not undersell its 
competitors in the open market,” said one 
manufacturer. “‘It simply has put up the 
‘price of billets, so that the little fellow can- 
not produce below the trust’s prices. Be- 
cause of this many of the independent con- 
cerns are constructing open hearth furnaces 
to make their own billets.” — 

In anticipation of the probable scarcity of 
iron and steel products, and because of stag- 
nation in their home trade, Scotch, German, 
and Austrian manufacturers are said to have 
sent a number of drummers to America early 
in July. These agents are said to have 
worked up considerable business in the east 
and west and a little In the central states. 
The recent shipments of steel and iron to 
Chicago are said to have been the first fruits 
of their labors. 

“7 didn't know of any importations of 
steel and iron to Chicago,’ said Presidext 
Buffington yesterday. “I can understand 
why it might be done, though. The domestic 
demand for iron and steel is so great at pres- 
ent that the milis cannot supply it. 
understand how Chicago users might be 
driven to buy in foreign markets, if they 
needed material and could not get it here, 
even though they had to pay greater prices 


for it.”" 
No Rail Exportation Now. 

That the steel trust was selling rails In 
| Europe at prices below those charged in 
' America; was denied by Mr. Buffington, who 
said that there was no exporting going on at 
present. 

‘‘ When we can sell our product at home 
and not be able to’ meet the demand, we 
would be foolish to sell in Hurope ata less 
price,”’ he said. “The entire output of our 
‘mills is being consumed at home.” 

A representative of the American Rolling 
Mill company aiso ascribed the importation 


to the shortage of coke. 

- “* Billets and muck bars are being shipped 
to Pittsburg from other American cities as 
well as from Europe.” he said. ‘It seems 
like * carrying coals to Newcastle,’ but those 
are the conditiors just the same. The Pitts- 
burg blast furnaces cannot get coke, and 
many of them are not in operation.” 


How Builders Explain It. 

The present unusual demand in Chicago 
and elsewhere in America was attributed 
by builders both to the large amount of 
construction in progress and to the growing 
use of steel and iron in smaller buildings.

“ Orders placed now,” he said, “ cannot 
be filled for six months. The mills have not 
the capacity. In the country and in the 
smnaller cities where the buildings are ¢mal! 
steel is being used where a short while ago 
it was not thought of. The builders find 
that they can use steel more cheaply than 
wood.”’

Receiver of Yaryan Company Demands

Jackson, appointed by Judge Chytraus, stated 
yesterday that he considered all contracts 
nullified by the receiver, but would renew 
contracts only upon a 10 cent kilowatt hour 
rate, the former rate being 7% cents. He 
stated further that unless the council in- 
creased the limit fixed by the company's 
franchise from 10 to 20 cents a kilowatt, 
made the rate for heating upon a basis of 
square feet of radiation instead of that of 
the cubic contents of the houge, and modified 
the clause requiring the company to extend 
its service, the plant will be closed. 

Two members of the council committee 
on lighting, C. B. Byer and C. M. Schindier, 
stated that they believe the majority of the

“ Now the conditions are complicated and 
we find it difficult to frame national legisia- 
tion which shall be adequate, while as @ mat- } 
ter of practical experience state action has | 
proved entirely insufficient and in all human 
probability cannot or will not be made au, 

cient to meet the needs of the case. | 

** Some of our states have excelient ws— 
taws which it would be well indeed to have. 
enacted by the national legislature. But the 
wide differences in these laws, even between 
adjacent states, and the uncertainty of the 
power of enforcement, result practically in 
altogether insufficient control. 
Nation’ Must Take Control, 

“TI believe that the nation must assume 


this power of control by legislation, and if it 
becomes evident that the constitution will 


not permit needed legislation, then by oo 


stitutional amendment, 

“ The immediate need in dealing with trusts 
is to place them under the real, not nominal, | 
control of some sovereign to which, as its: 
creature, the trusts shall owe allegiance, 
and in whose courts the sovereign’s orders 
may with certainty be enforced, This is not 
the case, with the ordinary so called * trust 1 
today, for .the trust is a large state corpora-, 
tion, generally doing business in other states 
also, and often with a tendency to monopoly.| 


Such a trust is’ an artificial creature not, 


wholly responsible to or controllable by any, 
legislature, nor wholly subject to the juris~-' 


| életion of any one court. 3 


, Can Prevent Evil Influences. 

“Some governmental sovereign must 
given full power over these artificial and 
powerful corporate beings. In my judgment 
this sovereign must be the national govern- 
ment. When it has been given full power, 
then this full power can be used to control, 
any evil influence, exactly as the govern-. 
ment is now using the power conferred upon’ 
it under the Sherman anti-trust law. Even 
when the full power has been conferred it 
would be highly undesirable 
much, or to begin by. stringent legislation, 

“The méchanism of modern business is 
as delicate and complicated as it is vast; and 
nothing would be more productive of evil 
to all of us and especially to those least well 
off in this world’s goods than ignorant med- 


dling with this mechanism, and, above all, if 
the meddling was done tn a spirit of class

Publicity Most Important. 
“It is desirable that this power should bey 
possessed by the nation, but it is quite as de- 
sirable that the power should be 
with moderation and self-restraint. The 
exercise of that power should be 
ing of publicity among all great corporations 
doing an interstate business. The publicity,/ 
though non-inguisitorial, should be real and} 
thorough as to.all important facts wit:

“ Mankind has moved slowly upward 
through the ages, sometimes a little faster, 
semetimes a little slower, but rarely indeed 
by leaps and bounds. At times a great.crisls 
comes in which a. great people, perchance 
led by a great man, can at white*hoat strike 
some mighty blow for the right—make some 
lone stride in advance along the path of 
orderly liberty and justice. But normaly 
we must be content If each of us can do some~- 
thing, by no means ali that we wish, but still 
something. for the advancement of those 
principles of righteousness which underly 
greatness, all real civil- 
ization. 
Complete Solution Improbable. 

“7 see no promise of a complete solution 
for all the, problems we group together 
when we speak of the trust question. But 
we can make a beginning in solving these 
problems, and a good beginning, if only we 
approach the subject with. a sufficiency of 
resolution, of honesty, and of that hard 
common sénse which is one of the most valu- 
able, and, unfortunately, not one of the most 
common, assets in the equipment of any peo- 


ple.

| Each Must Do His Share. .- 

“ Wise laws and fearless and u right ad- 
ministration of the laws can atve the op- 
portunity for such prosperity as that we 
see about us. But F is all that they can 
do, When the conditions have been created 
which make prosperity possible, then each 
individual man must achieve it for himself. 
by his own thrift, intelligence, energy, in- 
dustry, and resolute purpose. 

“If, when people wax fat, they kick, as 
they have. been prone to do, since the days 
of Jeshurun, they will speedily destroy their 
own prosperity. If they go into wild specu- 
lation and. lose their heads, they have lost 
that which no legisiation can supply, and the 

iness world will suffer in consequence. If, 
in a spirit of sullen envy, they insist upon 
pulling down those who have profited most by 
the years of fatness, they will bury them- 
selves in the crash of the comnion disaster. 
It is dificult to make our material condi- 
tien better by the best laws, but it is easy 
enough by bad laws to throw the whole 
nation Into an abyss of misery. 

Stability of Policy Needed. 

“ Now, the upshot of all this is that it is 
peculiarly incumbent upon us in a time. of 
such material well being, both collectively 
as a nation and individually. each on his own 
account, to show that we possess the quali- 
ties of prudence, self-knowledge, and self- 
restraint. In‘our government we need above 
all things stability, fixity ef econtmic policy, 
while remembering that this fixity must not 
be fossilization, that there must not be in- 
ability to shape our course anew to meet the 
shifting needs of the people as these needs 


arise. 
“There are real and great evils in our 


social and economic life, and these 
evils stand out with ugly baldness 
Gfuring good times, for the wicked 


who prosper are never a pleasant sight. 
Phere is every need of striving in all possibie 
ways, individually and collectively, by com- 
binations among ourselves in private life 
and through the recognized organs of gov- 
ernment, for the cutting out of these evilg. 
Only.let us be sure that we do not use the 
knife. with an ignorant geal whiagh would 
Make it More dangerous to the patient than 
to the disease. .

For yet 
remedy can be found in 
legislative executive action, Rational, 
state, or municipal. | 

Much Complaint Unwarranted. 
“Much of the complaint against 
binations is entirely unwarranted. Under 
ht day conditions it is as necessary 
to have corporations in the business worid 
as it is to have organization among wage- 
workers. But we have a right to‘ask in 
each case that they shall do good and not

“ as labor organisations, when 
managed intelligently and in a spirit of

Address at Willimantic. 


When Willimantic was reached the presi- 
dent was driven to the public square, where 
he delivered an address.from his carriage.

“Mr, Mayor, and You, My Fellow Citizens: 
I thank you for the greeting you have given 
me and for the chance of seeing you thiz 
morning. I have greatly enjoyed passing 
through. your beautiful state. I welcome 
the opportunity of meeting you and your 
representatives. I think that it is an advan- 
tage to ail of us who are trying to put your 
purpose and wishes into effect in the national 
legislature and administration when we can 
come into touch with you personally. 

“T have taken the chance, now that con- 
gress is not in session, now that there is a 
holiday at the national capital, of .going 
through the country to see you, my fellow 
citizens. I am obliged to you for coming 
out here. Last night, in Hartford, I spoke of 
two or three of the questions which we now 
have before our people. I shall not try to 
make any addregs to you today. 


Two Kinds of Problems. 

“This nation has great problems to face— 
problems in its external policy, problems 
even more important in the administration 
of its internal affairs. We can solve them 
only ff with serious purpose we set ourselves 
to the task alike In the national and state 
governments and in the loca] municipality 
and éounty organizations. We have great 
problems ahead of us as anation. They will 
task our mntelligence, but they will task still 
more what ranks ahead of intelligence— 
character.

course at the rate of 18.9 knots.

When the Maine was coming over at one 
time it is understood to have been pushed 
to 18.95, but it is explained that this is the 
first time a trial trip of this sort has been 
run under service conditions with unpicked 
coal, and with an ordinary crew of stokers.

FARMER GETS MORE FOR GRAIN 
THAN BY SELLING IT. | 


Experiments Made by the Iowa State 
College of Agriculture Show That 
Valine Corn Is Greatly Increased 
When Turned Into Beef—Patented 
Feeds Worth Little, as Their Cost 
More than Counterbalances Benefits ‘ 
—Gluten Meal a Good Product. 


Ames, Ia., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—That stock 
feeding pays in these times of high priced 
beef. and that the farmer who has nothing 
but corn and a little ‘*‘ roughness ” is about 
as well off as a one with various sorts of 
patented feeds, is shown by the extensive 
feeding tests just finished by the Iowa State 


College of Agriculture. The tests were made 


the Brookmont farms, owned by A. E 
ook of Odebolt, Ia: | 

The experiments were made on eleven lots 

of 3 year old steers, just off the range. Each 


‘Jot contained twenty animals. Conditions 


were as nearly similar as possible, but the 
results showed a wide variance, though all 
showed profit. In each test wheat straw was 
provided for the cattle at all times. 


‘Profit Shown by Experiments. 

In computing the profit, the original cost 
of the range steers, the cost of the feed, 
cost of freight in getting to market, eétc., 
‘were deducted from the selling price of the 
steers at the Chica Stockyards. When 
corn alone was uséd, it was shown meat 
worth 08 cents was produced for every 
bushel of corn fed. Corn and oil meal, made 
‘the value of a bushel of corn, 95 cents, giuten 
meal made the value $1.04, and gluten feed 
made it $1.03. Germ oil meal made it worth 
88% cents a bushel. Then patented stock 
feeds were tried, and in all instances de- 
tracted from the value per bushel of the 
corn. In one case the loss was 22% cents. 
Grass proved beneficial to the extent of 
4 cents a bushel for the corn used. 

It will thus be seen that gluten meal and 
gluten feed are the most valuable adjuncts 
to corn in feeding cattle for market, while, if 
corn alone is used, the value to the farmer 
is greatiy enhanced, as even in this year of 
high prices, corn has at no time brought 93 
cents a bushel to the farmer. 


Report Explains Feed Values.. 
Concerning the result of the experiment, 
the report which is to be issued next week 
will say: 

“It will be seen that in this test a ration 
of gluten meal, corn, and wheat straw re- 
turned a net profit of $3.50 per steer more 
than a ration of corn and wheat straw. 
A ration of gluten feed, corn, and wheat 
straw returned a net profit of $3.11 per steer 
more than a ration of corn and wheat straw. 
A ration of dried blood, corn, and wheat 
straw returned a net profit of 97 cents per 
steer more than a ration of corn and wheat 
straw. A ration of corn and grass rettirned 
a net profit of 48 cents per steer more than 
a ration of corn and wheat straw. A ra- 
tion of old procéss ofl meal, corn; and wheat 
straw returned a ‘net profit of 36 cents more 
per steer than a ration of corn and wheat 
straw. A ration of one patented stock: 
feed, corn, and wheat straw returned a 
net profit of $1.40 per steer less than a ra~- 
tion of corn ahd wheat straw. A ration 
of germ oll meal, corn, and wheat straw 
returned a net profit of §2.33 per steer less 
than a ration of corn and wheat straw.

hand, even the best hard coal absorbe from 
the heat just as much percentage as the 
contents of the percentage of the noiakues 
in the coal.

GAS IN ELECTRICAL FIGH? 


‘SUBURBAN .COMPANIES FORCED | 
COMPETITION TO UNITE. 


Spirited Contest in Thirty-fifth Ward 
with Yaryan Concern, Which Fur- 
mishes Low Priced Current for 
Lighting and Power, Results in Di- 
vision of Territory—Consolidation 
in Other Sections Said to Be the 
Only Method of Meeting These Rates. 


“The consolidation of suburban gas com- 
panies, it is claimed, is being forced by the 
invasion of cheap electric lighting. In this 
same factor lower gas rates are made possi- 
ble by the reduction in operating expenses 


| effected by consolidation. 


The Thirty-fifth ward, one of the first sec- 
tions of the city to be invaded by cheap 
electric lighting, has been the ground of a 
spirited fight between the Yaryan Hot Water 
company and the Cicero Light and Power 
company. By agreement the contest has 
been settled in a division of the ward, the 
Yaryan company retaining control’of the 
west end and the Cicero company operates 
in the east half. Electricity is a by-product 
of the Yaryan company and can be fur- 
nished at prices which the other companies 
consider ruinous. | 


Move to Meet the Yaryan. 

The movement of the Yaryan company on 
the Thirty-fifth ward was its first step 
towards the city, and the Cicero Light and 
Power company and the Cicero Gas company 
were at once put on the defensive. The 
plan of consolidation is said to be a move 
towards meeting the’ competition’ of the 
Yaryan. 

The Cicero Light and Power company was 
the one at first affected by the invasion, 
and it was this company which secured a 
division of the ward. The ordinance was 
passed by the city council at its last meet- 
ing, at the request of Ald. Race and Hunter. 
The signing of the ordinance by the mayor 
was immediately urged. ; 

“The Yaryan company offers rates to the 
city which cannot be equaled by the other 
companies,” said Ald. Race. ‘“ Street light- 
ing under the contract with the Yaryan is 
about one-third what ‘it costs under contract 
with the others."

the cabinet, in six departments no assem- 
blies were summoned, and in the remainder 
of the departments, amounting to twenty- 
six, no expression of opinion either for or 
against the government was pronounced. 

This affords the most accurate barometer 
attainable of the public sentiment of France 
in regard to the expulsion of the nuns and 
the closing of their schools. These rigid 
measures applied by the government, and 
which to impartial observers seem to have 
been wanting in tact and to have been un- 
necessarily oppressive, nevertheless meet the 
approval of the great majority. -

Caddishness, raised to wealth and care- 
fully forgetful of shirt sleeves and back 
stairs, is exasperating and laughable. Gen- 
tility, stripped of wealth and implacably 
remifiscent of ancestors and calling cards, 
is exasperating and pathetic. The mana- 
gers of employment bureaus speak here with 
authority. ‘The reduced lady question is 
hopeless,” said one such manager in New 
York the other day. “What can one do 
fora woman who shrinks from real;employ- 
ment and who wants to be a ‘ companion,’ 
feeding the birds, and playing the piano at 
$2,000 a year?” ‘The difficulty is serious, 
but natural. Many a reduced gentlewoman

HILOSOPHERS and economists for a 


long time 


WY have attempted to study the mora! and economic 
| oe physiognomy of misery; they have nearly. always 
Ws neglected to study the physical side. Now, misery 


is not only a moral or economic phenoménon. : It 
directly touches the human organism of flesh and 
blood, which it martyrs without pity. 

It is most natural that misery should have first 
been investigated from the moral and economic 
viewpoints, and that only today it is being studied 
in its physical aspects. The directiy experinrenta! 
methods which have vivified all branches of natural 
science have found among jurists, novelists, .and 
economists a bitter and tenacious opposition. when 
it sought to penetrate into the domains of social 
ad juridistical science. However, it has penetrated and has are itself 

ip researches on the characteristics of the miserable. 

In order to study the poor man in his physical and seochabasiant traits 
His necessary first to compare them with thé corresponding characteristics 
ef the man of ease in his own country and of thé same race. 

lt is seen that misery, in pitilessly attacking the organism of. the poor 
man profoundly transforms this human material, and the torture of the 
sather is imprinted upon the son in a special physiognomy. 

Tt has been observed that if the various sections of the city of Paris 
he classified acording to the average height it is found that they range 
themselves in the same order as is imposed by a classification according 
to wealth. 

“These observations upon the relations which exist between the stature 


and economic conditions have been confirmed ofl pe observations 


.of physical health and of nourishment. 


made in different countries. In Madrid military recruits from the rich 


‘an average, were found to be in inches taller than those from the aise 


Jews who inhabit the poor sections of Polish cities were found to be shorter 
than rich Jews of the same cities. More than 5,000 observations made by 
the anthropometric committee, British association, show us, again, that 
the righ classes are taller than the poor, on an average, by two inches. : 
I wished to confirm these resilts by studying one of the most exhaustive 
‘military registers known, This is that of Italy, carefully compiled by an 
Italian physician, M. Levi. Going over 256,166 observations, [ learned-that 
the stature of the students, which I took as representing people in easy cir- 
cumstances, were two inches and more higher than the peasants, which I 
_ took as representing the poor classes of the éame region, race, and age. - 
After these extended and most harmonious observations it can be con- 
fidently ‘affirmed that among the inhabitants of the same country the poor 
are always, on an average, of a smaller stature than the rich. And this not 
only because the stature is not oply'a creation of the race (there are races of 
great height and races of small height), but also a creation of the state 


poverty, the fatigue of spasmodic toil, the effects of insanitary dwellings, 
transmitted ‘from father to son, creating states of degeneration in the 
human organism, lower the stature of the man tortured for so long. a 


period by anti-hygienie conditions of environment and food. 


It was shown already in 1878 that the lack of proper nutriment pro- 
duces its effects in the stature, which may be regarded. as a criterion of 
nutrition. This same relation which exists between sufficient nutrition and 
the development. of stature explains another most interesting phenomenon. 
In the same way inhabitants of the richest regions, where the sources of 
alimentation are most advanced, are taller than the inhabitants of ee 
régions where alimentary resources are restricted. . 


Lack of nourishment, prolonged | 


Mr, MacDo in his report to the United States commissioner of 
education, after studying many thousands of pupils in the schools of Wash- 
ington, compara! the weight of the bodies of the rich students with those 
of the poot of the same age. He found that the poor always weighed less 
than the rich. Before affirming that the poor weigh less than the rich be- 
cause their bodies are defectively nourished, and hence in some way were: 
arrested in their development, it is necessary to recall that the absolute 
weight of the individual can only be obtained by comparing the weight with 
the height. This I did,.and found, after applying the necessary formula, 
that the weight of the poor students was still less than that of the rich. 
Mr. MacDonald made investigations on 20,000 pupils with respect to the 
circumference of the cranium, the same measurements taken by Enrico 
Ferri in making criminological researches, and he found that the craniums 
of the children of laborers have a smaller circumference than those of the 
chjidren of well to do parents. The same fact was demonstrated in France 
by Broca, 

We find that in children of the rich the weight, strength, circumference 
of tue cranium, the probable volume of the cranium are all more developed 
than in those of poor children. 

The size of the forehead, a most important feature, has also been ‘ex- 


amined and shown to be greater among the rich than among the poor. 


Italian’ and French students of criminal anthropology have already shown 
that individuals inferior in morals or physique, fools or criminals, generally 
have a narrower forehead than the normal man of the same race. This 
stigma of degeneracy in one case becomes an effect of malnutrition and un- 
healthy surroundings. i..6 stigma, joined to the arrested development 
of stature, weight, circumference and capacity of cranium, reveals to us 


what formidable ravages poverty exercises upon the human body by means 
. of slow poison and prolonged misery. 7 


‘velopment of our organism and of our physical sensi- 


Studies of the physical sensibility of individuals—sensibility to touch, 
hearing, smell, taste, sight, electricity, and pain—made in the laboratories 
of experimental psycholegy offer abundant material for the study of sensi- 
bility in different social classes. Most interesting studies which the French 
and Italians have made on this subject relative to the sensibility of degen- 
erates and non-degenerates have shown that in certain ¢ 


smell is. greater among the students than among the 
anomalies in the field of vision are more frequent among the latter. 

This inferiority in all forms-of physical sensibility teaches us not only 
an entirely new phase of the disorganization which the poison of misery 


works in the body of the poor man by faulty alimentation and insanitary- 


environments—it also illumines a mysterious corner. in his psychology. 

Moral sensibility is not a metaphysical and ab- 
stract ‘something which is born with us, It is the 
direct, immediate, material result of the state of de- 


bility. Moral disability is strongly and exclusively 
linked with the entire organism Among men 
whose physical sensibility is attacked, moral sensi- 
bility having no material base, no moral and healthy 
anotomical foundation can be organized. Moral sen- 
sibility is the perfection and final evolution. of phys- 
ical sensibility. Emile Zola in his literary creations 
forestalled the tardier discoveries of science; the de- 
generation and deformations which economic condi- 
tions cause in moral] sensibfitty of the

nuthatch happens to catch sight of it, he does not alight on the’ branch 
and hop up to the meat in order to obtain a share. He launches himself 


at it from some little distance like a missile discharged from a catapult . 


and simply sends the other birds seattering in all directions to watch him 
respectfully from afar until he has éaten his fill. What mysterious terrors 
await the bold bird who ventures to challenge his supremacy no mah may 
say, for the gage, apparently, has never yet been thrown down.  - 
Sometimes one finds combination resorted to by animals for the more 
successful pursuit of hooligan tactics. In the eatly autumn of 1887, for in 
stance, seven -herons came sweeping down suddenly out of the blue to 
attack a couple of swans which were lazily swimming about on the lake 
in Wimbledon park.

Miller and Waller—covered 2,733 miles between the Monday morning and 


Saturday night. Brown, the vegetarian cyclist, recently rode on open roads, 


often in great heat, and again under pouring rain, 1,800 miles in 199 hours. 
_ Although man is not well fitted by nature to be a swimmer, and is one

PAIR SPRENGTH IN GRAIN 


ALL DELIVERIES OF WHEAT AND 
CORN SLIGHTLY HIGHER. 


‘Receipts Continue Small and Grading 


of an Extremely Poor Character—_ 


Visible Expected to Show a Substan- 
tial Increase Tomorrow—Shorts in 
Corn Give Way to More Speculative 
Buyers, Who Take the Deferred De- 
liveries—Oats Quiet and Steady. 


There was an extremely narrow market in 
wheat yesterday, the September price fluc- 
tuating only between Tic and 72%%éc, the De- 
cember between 67ikc and 68c, and the May 
between 69%{c and 69%-T0c. Nosupport came 
from any source in more’ than a negative 
way, buying orders were not at all plentiful, 
but, on the other hand, selling pressure 
was largely absent. In a general way it was 
a distinctly Saturday market, nothing in 
sight as an incentive to either buy or sell 
in any considerable quantity, and, as usual, 
the longs willing to get out and the shorts to 
cover. A Gecline of 4d to %d in Liverpool 
cables was mainly’ responsible for a loss of 


yc to %c on the opening quotations. This, 


as a weakening influence, was about offset 
by the continued poor showing made in the 
matter of grading. Out of 320 cars re- 
ceived locally, there was an entire absence 
of the contract grades. This was a little 
worse inspection than for the last two or 
three days, when at least 1 or 2 cars a day 
have been up to grade. Local carlots for the 
week were 193 cars of winter, 10 of them be- 
img contraget, and 58 cars of spring, out of 
which one was deliverable. There was some 
little buying on the poor grading. Receipts 
are running a little lighter than formerly, the 
total at Minneapolis and Duluth and Chicago 
being 486 cars, as compared with. 511 the 
previous Saturday and 742 last year. Minne- 
apolis received slightly less wheat, while 
‘Duluth and Chicago showed a small increase 
as compared with the. previous week. At 
all primary points receipts were 824,700 bu, 
against 1,064,800 bu a week ago and 1,096,900 
bu last year. In a general way the sommission 
houses were the best buyers, but there was 
complaint all over the floor that country 
business was not in the volume it should be. 
Some allowances, however, were made from 
the fact that it was Saturday and not much 
new business could be logically expected. 
Outside news was largely lacking. Weather 
was satisfactory both northwest and 
throughout the western states. These con- 
ditions were somewhat bearish, especially 
so in the absence of any strengthening in- 
fluences beyond the poor grading. There was 
a marked falling off in English deliveries 
for the week, which were 56,000 bu, as com- 
pared with 712,000 bu for the previous week. 
The price was ic lower, 95c. It is estimated 
that world’s shipments will be about 11,000,. 
000 bu, an increase of substantially 3,500,000 
bu over the previous week. The wheat move-

Corn Helps Other Grain. 


Corn was the strongest of the i 
contributed what little strength 
in surrounding pits. There was rather less 
of a call for September from the short in- 
terest, but at the same time it was subject 
to better buying on speculative account. The 
opening price covered %c range, from 57c 
down to 56%c, but the subsequent advance 
was steady up to58%c. The close was strong 
at 58%c. The December moved up from 42c 
to 43%c, closing at 43%c. The May move- 
ment was from 39%ec up to 40i%c, and the 
close 40%c. Small receipts were something 
of a bullish factor and considerable buying 
was done on this account. The local inspec- 
tion was 41 cars, of which 5 were contract.

There 
was no excitement in any of the futures, 
September being much less erratic than for 
the last day ortwo. It was simply a strong 
market, without feature. Cudahy houses 
were reported as selling some May corn on 
a market so strong that free offerings had no 
weakening effect on the price. The outside 
trade is doing considerable more in Decem- 
ber and May than in September, the move- 
ment in the latter delivery being most too 
violent for the average trader. | 


Firm Close in Oats. 


The oats market was quiet and firm 
throughout the session, September advanc- 
ing %c, December %c, and May \%c, sustain- 
ing nearly all the advances to the close. 
Final quotations on September were 33%, 
December 30%c, and May 30%c. : 

Opening prices were generally 4@%c under 
the previous closing in sympathy with the 
slightly downward tendency in other grains 
when trading began. Improved weather con- 
ditions throughout the principal oats states, 
as well as the fact of larger receipts, were 
algo causes which tended toward easier con- 
ditions. There were 249 cars locally, out of 
which 16 were contract. The later advance 
which carried September up to 33%c, De- 
cember to 30%c, and May to 3lc was charge- 
able mainly to the strength in corn. The 
buying was not especially pronounced, but 
was done in a small ahd steady way by some 
of the leading commission houses, the Bart- 
lett-Frazier people setting the pace. Mes- 
sages from interior points continue to recite 
damage to oats and to indicate a low grade 
crop when it begins moving. 

Cash oats prices improved about 4c.

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TRUE LOVE'S VALUE - 
HARD TO ESTIMATE.

Seems to Vary in Price from 80. 
‘Cents to Life Itself. 


T is a pleasing refiection of the senti- 
mentaliste that there is not in the mys- 
terious something called love the slight- 
est trace of a commercial quality. In 
an age when everything tends toward 

progress, ess leads to the con- 
version of conditions into money, theorists | 
and idealists have mused with undisturbed 
@omplacence upon the sacredness of the 
ethereal plane of affection and its safe re- 
moval from the severer level of woridly 
speculation. ‘ 

No one has yet lived who was able to 

place a true value upon love. Attempts 
along this line have been made in the courts 
by men and women seeking redress for the 
alienation of affection, but they usually 
w fictitious in their estimates and sel- 
om have the satisfacfion of seeing their 
calculations borne out by the votes of twelve 
The tendency in such litigation is 

to rate love at a figure considerably higher 
than facts will substantiate, and, as might 
be expected, value#’ vary according to the 
conditions attaching to each individual case. 

Temperaments differ so widely that it is 

s hard matter for any one to say just what 
a wife is worth. Some of them appear to 
be worth more than others, and the quo- 
tations of a husband are not always a safe 
basis of calculation. The extreme to which 
lovers go in securing wives and the ob- 
stacles they surmount in the exciting quest 
for helpmeets frequently indicate that val- 
ues in the matrimonial! field stretch courage- 
ously into the sixth column of figures. Yet 
there is just as strong ment in sub-.

‘What Becomes of the Money Put 
Salvation Army 
Globes. 


PROM SLUMS TO COUNTRY. 
ONE THOUSAND MOTHERS AND BABES. 
KINDLY HELP. 


tHTS is the simple appeal which the 
Salvation army workers place above 
small glass globes in which they collect 
odd penies. There are over 500 of these 
globes conspicuously placed in and 


about Chicago, in stores, public offices, rail- 
~ + way stations, and the like, The kindly dis- 


posed people of Chicago drop in the pennies 
from time to time, with now and then a 
nickel, and once in a jong, long time a dime 
or quarter. 

Yet these pennies transport great numbers 
of delicate, suffering, fresh air starved Chi- 
cago mothers and children to more pleasant 
localities for a day every summer, providing 
' two hearty meals for each one every time. 
This year more than 1,000 such mothers and 
children have been made happy by the fresh 
air excursions already. Seven hundred 
happy women and babies went out on the 
first excursion of the season, while emall 


only costs from $6 to $8 to provide for one of 


} the happy groups of forty, with a corre- 


sponding ratio for increasing numbers. 

The tickets which invite and entitle a 
mother and two children to one of the Salva- 
tion army excursions are given out by the 
officers of the slum posts of Chicago. Ad- 
jutant Bertha Anderson, the sectional officer 
in charge of all the slum work in Chicago, is 
the superior officer at 48 Polk street, where 
the day nursery of the army is maintained. 
Capt. Emma Swenson is her helper. The 
second slum post is located at 297 South 
Desplaines street, with Capt. BDthel 
Lanoaster and Lieut. Nettie Room on duty, 
The West Fifteenth’ street post is in charge 
of Capt. Emily Kiingbiel and Lieut. May 
Laffy. All of these workers are personally 
acquainted with their unfortunate neighbors, 
the acquaintance being of the intimate de- 
gree brought about by friendly sympathy and 
assistance of every or imaginable 
kind and variety. 

For most of them the affair assumes a dis- 
tinctly social aspect. Some merely men- 
tion, with an air of casual grandeur, that 
‘they are “‘ going to the country for the day,’’ 
while others give the Salvation army full 
credit for the day’s outing. And each and 
every one of the poor mothers, womanlike, 
invests herself and her children with all 
possible finery of clothing, the borrowed 
garments of luckier and friendly neighbors 
| being frequently employed for this purpose. 
There have even been cases in which a cer- 
tain hat, for instance, has adorned the heads 
of half a dozen women upon as many differ- 
ent occasions in honor of the ¢resh air ex- 
cursions. 

Lineoln park is*most frequently chosen 
as the Mecca of the one day excursioniste 
because of the animals. An early start is 
made from the slum post chosen as the meet- 
ing place of the excursionists, and the car 
ride to the park, boating, swinging, games, 
candy, peanuts, fruit, and ice cream all help 
to make the day glorious. The lunches are 
prepared in individual boxes and are passed 
around repeatedly until nobody can eat any 
more. One hundred gallons of milk dis- 
appeared during the Highland Park excur- 
gion, with 1,600 generous lunches. To pre- 

these lunches a large fonce of army of- 

cers worked all the day previous, an almost 

incredible amount of food being cut and 
packed. 


Seldom Marry Physicians or Patients 
They Have Attended. 


T ie generally supposed that there is a 
good of romance about the life of a 
professional nurse and that large hos- 
pitale are matrimonial bureaus where 
men and women fall in love with inces- 
sant regularity. Exactly the opposite is true. 
Nurses, as a rule, do not marry men whom 
they, have nursed.as patients, nor do they 
select for husbands the physicians with 
whom they come in contact in a professional 


way. 
In the last year and a half but one 
ment among the nurses at the Chicago hos- 
pital has been announced, and the incident 
was so unusual that it created no end of 
comment. The affair was, in fact, an ex- 
treme novelty, although the female attachés 
of the institution are unusually good looking. 
“This proves that nurses do not lead the 
romantic lives that they are credited with by 
the outside world,” said a physician. “I 
have frequently heard it said that men who 
havé been seriously ill often married the 
trained nurses who had taken care of them.

‘Physicians sometimes fall in love with 
the nursés they meet in their practice, but 
such affairs, instead of being common, are 
rare.
